We have had cadet 
training for quite a number of years now, 
and if anybody can detect a trace of mili- 
tary ambition in the Canadian youth he 
ought to point it out. 


DUAL CONTROL ENDS 

Without division and with little discus- 
sion, the’ bill went through parliament 
Which is to turn over the water powers in 
the prairie provinces to the provincial gov- 
ernments. The members of parliament, it 
may be inferred, are rather glad to make 
an end of the dual control under which 
these resources have been administered. 
They have good reason for feeling that 
way about it, 

The Dominion has been administering 
the water powers, but upon advice and 
with the consent of the provincial govern- 
ments. The Spray Lakes controversy and 
the Seven Sisters Falls controversy have 
not been such as to make the Dominion 
ministers want to carry on under that ar- 
rangement. Hereafter the provincial gov- 
ernments will do as they please with the 
water powers-—and will have to answer 
for their own conduct.

Allied be withdrawn 


from the Rhineland long before the time | 


set by the Treaty of Versailles. That is a 
concession granted in consideration of 
what is supposed to be the settlement of 
the reparations claims, The original bill 
presented by the Allies called for $125,- 
000,000,000, The final bill is less than 
$9,000,000,000, in addition to what Ger- 
many has already paid. When the busi- 
ness is ended the Allied tax-payers will 
thus be out of pocket twelve or thirteen 
times the amount that the German tax- 
payers will have paid them. 

The original sum represented what the 
Allies could reasonably claim to have lost 
because they were attacked and had to 
defend themselves. The latter sum prob- 
ably represents as much as Germany can 
pay. The Allies evidently think so, ‘as 
they are enthusiastically grateful for so 
favorable a settlement. The moral seems 
‘to be that, from the financial standpoint, 
there is only one thing worse than losing 
a modern large scale war. That is, win- 
ning it, The loser in this case, according 
to the winners, is to make good about one- 
twelfth of the damage done them. 


MORE STREET IMPROVEMENT 


It is good fortune that the city coun- 
cil found it possible to make a substantial 
addition to the street improvement pro- 
gram for the year, though this had al- 
ready been drawn on a fairly generous 
scale, Considering the arrears of such 
work which have to be made up, and the 
progress that the city is making in popula- 
tion and business development, it would be 
i mistake to miss a favorable opportunity 
‘o do a bit more than had been planned, 
[very item on the supplementary list is 
warranted and this will contribute much 
to the appearanee of the city and the facil- 
ity with which business can be carried on. 

The paving of 103rd, 105th and 106th 
streets between Jasper and Victoria ave- 
nues is particularly desirable, as this will 
afford alternative routes to and from the 
high level bridge and relieve traffic on 
109th street. The paving of the south side 
of Norwood Boulevard from 95th street 
eastward is an improvement that has been 
urgently needed for many years, alike in 
the interests of safety and appearances 
Paving 105th street from Jasper to 102nd 
avenues will provide another artery into 
the rapidly developing wholesale district

If the press is to do more toward interpreting the 
schools to the public, the primary responsibility for 
bringing that happy event about will rest, not with | 
the press, but with the schools 

If schoolmen want more matter about schools in 
the press, schoolmen must do more things that have 
legitimate news value in the minds of the editors and 
the readers 

1 think it would be possible for the press to de- 
velop more than it has to date a technique for ex- 
tracting the real news values that exist in creative 
iden: The greatest journalists realize that there are 
as vivid news values in ideas as there are in incidents. 
But it will do little good for schoolmen to stand on 
the sidelines and tell the journalist how he should 
run his job 

The use of these ideas spells rebirth for our civill- 


vation; the failure to use these ideas spells decline 
for our civilization 
If the press and the school can be brought to 


realize their joint responsibility in giving wide cur- 
reney to these new ideas, tdealisms, and spiritual 
values upon which our future depends, we shall have 
both a better education and a better journalism, and 
that will be an achievement far bigger than the mere 


increase in space devoted to school news

U.S, FARMERS SEEK A SUBSIDY 

Manitoba Free Press: The newly de- 
vised debenture scheme of farm relief 
whieh the United States senate, de- 
spite the recorded opposition of Pre- 
sident Hoover, intends apparently to 
incorporate With the farm relief bill, is 
nothing more nor less than a subsidy, 
thinly disguised, 

According to the debenture plan, 
exporters of a staple crop would re- 
celve from the central agency debent- 
ures equivalent to half the protective 
duty on what they sold. Thus, if an 
exporter sold abroad 1,000 bushels of 
wheat, and the duty on wheat was 42 
cents a bushel, he would receive de- 
bentures worth 8210, These debent- 
ures would be accepted in payment of 
import duties on any product. Thus 
the exporter could cash then by sell- 
ing them, at @ slight discount, to en
